« Biectric railways have grown so rapidly 
in the last fifteen years and have covered 
and penetrated such large areas that today 
they constitute a vast interatate transporta- 
tion stem. It is estimated they have a 
track mileage of 38,800 and operate 87,200 
ears. Their capital stock amounts to $2,250, - 
900,000 and their funded debt aggregates 
H. 872,000,000. 

The states of the middie west are traversed 
by lines having more track mileage than any 
ether section of the country. Their. total 
length ie 14,860 miles, they have 24,004 cars, 
their capital stock is $739,000,000, and their 
funded debt ie $616,000, 000. 

Realizing the tremendous development of 
this system; congress placed electric lines 
crossing interstate boundaries under the in- 
terstate’ commerce commission. The rates 
charged by them, the conveniences provided,

Stands by Jury’s Verdict.

ä [Mandate Prepared in Hurry. 

The scene which occurred in Judge Landis’ 
courtroom late in the afternoon when District 
Attorney Sims moved the filing of the man- 
date of the Circuit Court of Appeals and the 
issuance of a mittimus was far from dra- 
matic. It consisted mostly of the fifteen 
minutes’ wait on the part of those most inter- 
ested while the judge delivered his instruc- 
tions to the jury in a case which he had been 
hearing. This matter concluded, Attorney 
Sims stepped before the bench and said: 

„It the court please, in No. 8769, United 
States vs. John R. Walsh. the government 
asks leave to file the mandate of the Circuit 
Court of Appeals and for an order directing 
the clerk to issue a mittimus on the sentence 
ot the District court. I will state to the court 
that after looking into the matter we have 
reached the conclusion that it is the better 
practice to have the defendant in court. I ac- 
cordingly requested the marshal to have him 
present. I also notified Mr. Miller, his at- 
torney, over the telephone and I see they are 
both here.“ 

Enter the order was the terse instruc- 
tion of the court without turning his head 
in the direction of the convicted banker, his 
friend.

The only intimation that such a move 
was on foot came to me today when District 
Attorney Sims called me on the long distance 
telephone. 


He explained he wanted to be prepared 
in case the defendant’s attorneys made such 
a move. That is the only communication I 
have had with regard to such action, and I 
do not anticipate that a writ will be asked. 


Walsh Has “Nothing to Say.” 


Mr. Walsh, his sons. and Attorney Ritsher 
were asked during the day to give’ out a 
statement for publication. 

“T have nothing to say, was the answer 
of Walsh.’ 

1 wouldn't ask my father to make a 
statement, Richard Walsh said. And I 
know he has no intention of doing so. His 
pleasure is first in my mind, and I will not 
bear a message to him to talk. He prepared 
a statement for publication once a long 
while ago, and it was not used then by the 
newspapers. Why should he give one out 
now? 

Mr. Walsh refused to discuss his father's 
cage, or the decision against him. 


Says Friends Will Help Walsh. 


„I shall certainly not advise Mr. Walsh to 
give out any interviews to the newspapers,“ 
Attorney Ritsher said. “‘Tue Trisune is 
responsible for his conviction. It has done 
a good job in its fight against Mr. Walsh, 

„But Mr. Walsh has friends, and they are 
not going to go back on him. If he needs it 
he can have a lot of help. I hope that he 
won't have to stay long in Leavenworth."’ * 

‘Will his friends make an effort to obtain 
a pardon for him?“ was asked. 

“JT don't know what will be done,” he 
answered. There has been animus behind 
this prosecution of Mr. Walsh. It has been 
indicated in many places. There are dozens 
of other men who did all that he did doing 
business in Chicago now, and they are re- 
spectecs otizens. That's all I've got to 
say, but John R. Walsh has nothing to sax.“ 

Attorney Ritsher was asked if Mr. Walsh’s 
son would look after his father’s affairs. 
He said there was nothing to be said about 
that for the present. 

„ His affairs will be taken care of,“ he 
said. 

Dr. Baldwin said he knew nothing about 
his father-in-law’s affairs, and would not 
discuss the verdict, except to say that he 
felt Walsh should not be sent to prison. 


Deputies Praise His Nerve. 


The deputy United States marshals who, 
have watched Walsh continuously for weeks 


past have only words of praise for their 


prisoner. 
"The hardest job to do that I have been 


up against since I have been in the marshal's 
office,” Deputy Griffiths said. “I never 
hated to see a man go to prison as I do thig 
one. He has been kindness itself to we men 
who were ordered to keep watch of him, 
When we left he shook us firmly by the hand, 
thanked us for what trouble he nad given us, 
and wished us good luck. 

I have never seen his equal, and his wife 
and daughters displayed quite as muchinerye 
at the final parting. John R. Walsh has 
never lost courage one minute since I have 
been with him, if outward indications ten 
anything. He has superb nerve. Difficulties 
that would reem int urmountable to almost 
any man, ald or ycung, have been met and 
conquered, and now ne has to go to serve 
sentence. : 

„ We have never heard him utter a com- 
plaint. He was the same firm man all the 
time. There was no public ostentation of 
bravery. He was the same in his home with 
his family. He talked of everything excep; 
his own troubles. J hope he comes back, and 
1 believe he will. « 

“The nearest I have ever seen him indi- 
cate weariness or hopelessness was this 
afternoon when we started down to the 
courtroom. He looked a trifle tired, but 
before we reached the Federa! bullding he 
was the same tron nerved ready for 
whatever was to come.” 


Say He Will Withstand Ordeal. 
Other officers who have had à close insight 
into the character of the man said they be-

He Will Be Given Two Suits. 

He will be provided with two suits of 
clothing—one of blue for prison wear, one of 
stripes which he must don should he go out- 
side the prison. He will be questioned: re- 

garding his religion and fitness for various 
kinds of work. Into the question of the work 
to which he will be assigned will enter the 
element of his physical ability. The physical 
examination of a convict is more rigid than 
that of an army recruit. The condition of 
the, heart, lungs, and kidneys will be given 
special.attention. As Walsh is aged and not 

strong the most strenuous occupation to 
which he may bevsassigned is that of the 
tailoring department. His friends are won- 
dering if this man whose life work has been 
the mental labor of mighty financial ques- 
tions can sit cross legged for years and stitch 
at striped trousers. The clerical occupations 
at Fort Leavenworth are filled at present. 
Although the warden already has indicated 
that no deviation from the rule of strict 
equality in the treatment of prisoners will 
be permitted it is possible that Walsh's age 
and physical condition may mitigate in favor 
of making a place for him in the clerical de- 
partment. 

As a banker Mr. Walsh worked from five 
to six hours a day. As a vonvict he must 
work from eight to ten hours a day. Here is 
a parallel between his life of yesterday and 
the routine of today:

Alumni of the University of Illinois gath- 
ered at the meeting of the Illini club in Chi- 
cago hall of the University club last night.

Want Part in Government. 

A committee hea by W. A. Heath, 88, 
reported unfavorably on the advisability of

However, the plan has many 
supporters, and its friends in the movement 
for it may eventually lead to the creation of 
such a board. 

There are a large number of independent 
associations of Illinois alumni scattered from 
coast to coast.

CONSIDER PHONE PROJECT. 


May Invest Money in Plan to start 


Rival Company.

Table Shows Countries’ Trade. 

The state department made public a table 
showing the total trade of the six countries, 
with the share of the United States therein, 
according to the statistics of the several 
countries for the latest available year. 

In 1908 the total trade of the united king - 
dom with the world amounted to $5,108,272,- 
625, of which $811,087,048 was with the United 
States, of which 3604. 227. 47 2 came from this 
country. Italy’s figures for 1908 show the 
world trade to have aggregated $895,982,000, 
of which $117,498,000, or 13.1 per cent, was 
with America and $78,165,000 came from here. 

Russia’s world trade for 1908 amounted to 
$868,044.000, of which $39,652,525 was with 
the United States; of this $88,402,106 in goods 
came from the United States. 


Great Increase in Trade. 

Figures also are given showing the imports 
and exports of the United States with these 
six countries for the year 1909, together with 
the increase as compared with the year 1899. 
They ow importations into the United 
States as follows: 

From Great Britain, $208,612,758, increase 
76.1 per cent; from Italy, $49,287,304, increase 
985 per cent; Russia, $11,344,916, increase 
160.9 per cent; Spain, $14,077,064, increase 
273.6 per cert; Switzerland, $23,831,492, in- 
crease 60.7 per cent; Turkey, $12,429,128, in- 
crease 120.2 per cent. 

The exportatione from the United States 
to these countries for the year 1909 were as 
follows: United kingdom, $514,627,365, in- 
crease .56 per cent; Italy, $58,600,505, increase 
183.7 per cent; Russia, $17,268,900, increase 
72.2 per cent; Spain, $19,670,008, increase 
116.8 per cent; ‘Switzerland, $750,736, increase 
180.4 per cent; Turkey, $2,518,142, increase. 
382.2 per cent. 


GERMANY IN FINAL PLEA.

It recognizes them 
as essential to business growth, but seeks to 
give to the people means of preventing these 
monopolies from using their power to en- 
hance prices or restrict competition to the 
detriment.of the public. 
Remedies of an effective character are 
placed within the grasp of the people in the 
proposed new law. Through the Canadian 
adaptation of the English system of govern- 
ment, which gives the governor in counci) 
power to change tariff rates at any time, the 
principle of the Iowa idea,“ to give no 
sheer to monopoly is made immediately 
effective in the bill. 


Power to Remove Tariff. 

In 2 a combination is found to be un- 
duly " prices.or restricting compe- 
tition ta the public detriment, the governor in 
council may immediately remove the tariff 
protection on articles controlled by the trust 
Further than this, a penalty of $1,000 a day 
can be levied against the corporation if it per- 
siste in maintaining excessive prices longer 
than ten days after the order to reduce them 

This legislation differs in some particu- 
lars from legislation of like nature which nas 
been introduced in other countries,” said the 


minister of labor in addressing the house, 


“in that it is not aimed against combines or 


“mergers as such, but rather against the exer-

Demand was made on the government to- 
day by Samuel Sharpe, member tor Ontario, 
for an investigation of the recent merger of 
Canadian cement interests, - to determine 
whether.they had illegally combined and are 
unlawfully increasing prices. 


Decry Foreign Dictation. 

The Canadian press and influential men of 
the dominion continue to sound à note of 
defiance in the tariff crisis. The Toronto 
Globe, in commenting today on Canada’s 
trade difficulties with Germany, says: 

It is quite certain that under no circum- 
stances will Canada submit to foreign dicta- 
tion in commercial and fiscal matters. Our 
policy may not be the best concetvable for 
ourselyes, ‘but it is the one we have de- 
liberately adopted. 

Byron E. Walker, president of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce, one of the greatest 
financial institutions of the dominion. in his 
annual address to the stockholders says, in 
reference to the American tariff situation: 

We can afford to smile, at the threats of 
disturbance to such a total of trade as the 


United States enjoys with us. The discussion’ 


in the United States of the Payne bill shows 
no disposition on the that country to 
take a broader view of 16 relations with us. 
Indeed, it is just the reverse, if we are to 
judge by the powerto annoy us given to the 
executive of the United States. 

The fast that we intend to manage our 
natural resources in our own way, to favor 
Great Britain in our tariff relations, to make 
such trade arrangements as we choose with 
other countries which are disposed in turn 
to treat us well will be accepted.’’

WHO SHALL BUILD THE HARBOR? 

That Chicago should have as soon as 
possible a new capacious harbor is agreed 
to by all. That its docks and wharves 
should be public property, under the ex- 
clusive control of the agents of the pub- 
lic, is agreed to by most. The only real 
difference of opinion is as to which of the 
two representatives of the people of Chi- 
eago shall be authorized to build it. 

The choice lies between the city of Chi- 
cago and the sanitary district. These are 
merely different names for practically the 
game geographical area. The harbor, 
whether built and managed by a mayor 
and aldermen or sanitary district trus- 
tees, would be equally the property of the 
people of Chicago and would be of equal 
benefit to them. So it is a matter of no 
consequence what the official name is of 
the instrumentality to which harbor con- 
struction is intrusted. | 

The only question is which of the two 
instrumentalities is better qualified finan- 
cially to do the work. The ample re- 
sources of the sanitary district would 
enable it to begin operations as soon as 
authorized to do so ahd push them to a 
speedy conclusion. The city is all the 
ume hard up. If it were commissioned 


through lack of means to make the best 
terms it could with private individuals 
who would build wharves and docks with 
an eye to individual profit rdther than 
the welfare of the community. They 
might bind themselves to sell out to the 
city at the end of a term of years. There 
could be no assurance that the city would 
then have the money, 

So if harbor work were intrusted to tha 
Sanitary district Chicago would have ‘in 
a comparatively short time an adequate 
harbor, which would be public property 
and be subject to exclusive public control. 


harbor would be slow in coming. It 
would not belong te the public for years, 
and perhaps never would. It would be 


under private control, which, though 


checked to a certain extent by munic- 
ipal regulation, never would be satisfac- 
tory. 

If the sanitary district were to build 
the harbor and at any time the city had 
the money to spare which its construc- 
tion had cost a transfer of the property 
from. one jurisdiction to another could 
be easily arranged. But that would not 
be necessary. Some happy day there will 
| be a merger of local governments in this 
part of Illinois and the city and es 
district will become one. 


PROTECTION OF MINERS. 

The importance of legislation for 
guarding the lives of miners was of 
the subjects referred to Illinois editors 
for an expression of opinion.

THINK KINDLY OF THE MICROBE. 

Despise not the humble bacterium. Con- 
sider its ways as revealed by science and 
understand that, as there are good and 
bad men, so, too, are there good bacteria 
as well as bad ones. In the microscopical 
world there are doubtless bacteria who 
imagine that the grafters, the thieves, 
and the murderers are ruining the coun- 
try, depleting its resources and debasing 
its morals, but bacteriological statistic: 
prove that the good far outnumber the 
bad, and that only in rare exceptional 
eases do the latter get together in large 
enough numbers to make trouble. 

On the other hand, the good bacteria 
are working for the welfare of humanity. 
Prof. Winslow of the University of Chi- 
eago tellé us that it is bacteria which 
keep our butter sweet and make butter- 
milk and cheese wholesome. There are 
millions of bacteria, he says, earning hon- 
est livings in every household. While we 
sleep countless numbers of these unor- 
ganized workers are performing invalu- 
able services for us. 

Bacterial commissions are trying graft- 
ers and putting them off the payrolls; 
bacterial courts are trying dishonest bank- 
ers and imprisoning them; murderous or 
immoral bacteria are being destroyed, and 
the evil element of the microscopical 
world is being successfully suppressed. It 
is only occasionally that parasites and mi- 
crobes become dangerous; truth and right 
prevail there, as they generaily do in the 
larger life. 

Prof. Winslow has spoken at the right 
moment. It was time some one said a 
good word for the microbe and reminded 
us of the poet’s advice: 

Be kind to the microbe; not many may 
eie 
The depth of microbial love.

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RINCESGS GABRIELLE. HATZFPELDT’S death has 


the effect of placing in mourning her only son, 


Prince Francis Hatzfeldt, and his American 
Wife, who was Miss Clara Huntington of De- 


troit. Mich. the adopted daughter of Collis F. 


Huntington, the railroad magnate. It also serves to 
recall an extraordinary and now almost forgotten epi- 
sode of history. During the war between Austria and 
Prussia Gen: Count Bdward Clam-Gallas was in- 
trusted with the command of the First arthy corps in 
Bohemia, and still bears the blame to this day of hav- 
ing permitted the Prussian right wing to march over 
the frontier without opposition. On the eve of the 
great battle of Sadowa he was suddenly deprived of 
his command and sent under close arrest to Vienna 
by order of the generalissimo, Field Marshal Benedek, 


orders being gtven for his being brought before a 


court martial. ; 

A good deal of mystery prevailed at first with 
regard to the nature of the charges brought against 
him, incompetence, disobedience, and even treachery 
being advanced as the cause of the deprival of his 
command, and’ of his being placed under the closest 
kind of arrest. The story went that one of the prin- 


cipal causes of the overwhelming disaster to Aus- 


trian arms was the fact. that the Prussian authori- 
ties had been kept fully posted in advance about all 
the movements and plans of the Austrian army, and 
that they had obtained this information through 
Count Clam-Gallas, It was this information, indeed, 
had enabled the Prussian right wing to select 

a part of the Bohemian frontier that was totally un- 

protected by the Clam-Gallas army corps. 
— 

It seems that the count had been in the habit of 
writing daily to his wife at Vienna, giving her the 
fullest kind ot details of all his military projects. 
and plans, and likewise of all the instructions which 
he had received from Benedek. The countess, on her 
side, was in daily correspondence with hér sister, 
Princess Gabrielle Hatzfeldt, at Berlin, and as soon 
as she received her husband's letters 
information contained therein by letter to the prin- 
cess. The latter's husband, in turn—namely,. Prince 
Alfred Hatzfeldt-Wildenburg— transmitted the data 
thus secured to Moltke and Bismarck. The matter 
never was definitely brought to light, as the emperor 


suddenly stopped the proceedings of the court mar- 


tial ‘and suspended all further action against Gen. 
Count Clam-Gallas, having, it is said, convinced him- 
self that the count and coyntess had been guilty of 
nothing worse than gross indiscretion and were beside 
themselves with horror when they discovered the 
abuse to which their private correspondence Had been 
subjected. 

Indeed, the count, although relieved from all sus- 
picion of treachery by the emperor and by his fellow 
officers, who recalled the spleadid gallantry and the 
brilliancy which he had displayed in the wars of 
1848 and 1859, winning the rare distinction of the 
Cress of Marie Therese, insisted on leaving the army 
and retiring to his estates, refusing to see any one, a 
thoroughly embittered and disappointed man. His 
wife followed him into this voluntary exile, and the 
untiring devotion of this beautiful and accomplished 
woman, formerly the most brilliant hostess of the 
Vienna great world, was the count's only consolation 
for the misfortunes which he felt that he had unwit- 
tingly brought upon his beloved country. 

— * 

By a strange coincidence the peace between Prus- 
sia and Russia terminating the war was signed at the 
in Moravia, belonging to the 
countess’ éther sister, Princess Alexander Dietrich- 
stein. All three sisters were daughters of Prince Jo- 
seph Dietrichstein, who was mediatized by the con- 
gress of Vienna in 1815, and whose father had been 
sovereign of the principality of Dietrichstein until 
the dissolution of the holy Roman empire by the 
first Napoleon. Prince Joseph Dietrichstein died in 
1858, without male issue, leaving only daughters. 
With the consent of her sisters, the late Countess 
Clam-Gallas and the Princess Gabrielle Hatsfeldt, who 
has just died, the second daughter, Alexandrine, as- 
sumed possession of the family estates and induced 
the emperor to confer her father’s title of Prince 
Dietrichstein upon her husband, Count Alexander 
Mensdorff-Pouilly, a very distinguished man, who had 
held the office of minister of foreign affairs at Vienna 
in 1866, and who was a first cousin of the late prince 
consort of Great Britain, and also of Queen Victoria, 


his mother having been Duchess Sophia of Saxe-Co- ' 


burg, sister of the prince consort’s father, and also of 
the duchess of Kent, who was Queen Victoria's 
mother. 

He left two sons, the elder of whom is the second 
Prince Dietrichstein of the present and nonmedia- 
tized creation, while the other son is Count Albert 
Mensdorff-Poutlly, Austrian ambassador to the court 
of St. James. The daughter is married to Count Al- 
bert Apponyi, the Hungarian statesman, one of the 
chiefs of the Magyar Nationalist opposition and leader 
of the Austro-Hungarian. delegation to the Inter-Par- 
liamentary congress at St. Louis six years ago. 

— * 

Russia’s famous military Order of St. George, cre- 
ated by Empress Catherine in 1769; has just lost its 
only remaining knight“ grand cross and member of 
the first class of the order in the person of old 
Grandduke Michael Nicholaiovitch. In the 150 years 
ot the existence of the order there have been but 
three Russians besides Grandduke Michael t6 receive 
the grand cross-—-namely, the late Grandduke Nicholas 
Nicholaiovitch, for his victorious conduct of the Rus- 
sian forces.in Europe to San Stefano, within sight of 
the very walls of Constantinople, in the war of 1877; 
Empress Catherine herself, the founder of the order, 
and Alexander II., who allowed himself to be per- 
suaded to don the insignia of a knight grand cross 
of the order, by the knights thereof, on the occa- 
ston of the celebration of the centennial anniver- 
sary of its foundation. The late Grandduke Michael 
received the inferior grade of-the order for his serv- 
ices in the Crimean war, where he distinguished him- 
self by conspicuous gallantry, and for his victorious 
campaign in the Caucasus ten years later; and was 
awarded the grand cross for his achievements as 
commander-in-chief of the Russian army in Asta 
Minor during the war with Turkey in 1877. 

Neither Emperor Paul, nor yet his son, Alexander 
I., consented to accept the grand cross of the order, 
and when at.theiclose of the Napoleonic wars in which 
Alexander I. had taken an active part he was urged 
by the chapter of the order to invest himself with 
the first class thereof, he declined, on the ground that 
he had not commanded in chief the army that had 
vanquished Napoleon at Leipsic, apd that he had 
made a victorious entry into Paris; but that, since 
he had taken part in the military operations, he would 
consent to don the fourth and lowest class of the 
order. He, however, bestowed the second class upon 
his brother, the Czarovitch Constantine Paulovitch, 
who had commanded the Russian forces that had 
taken part in the victory of Leipsic. 

The late emperom@ot Russia, Alexander III., also 
died as a member of the second class of the order, 
which was bestowed upon him while still czarovitch 
for his command of the Rustchuk forces of the Rus- 


- sian army in the Turkish war of 1877; while his broth- 


er, the late Grandduke Vladimir, received the third 
elass for his victories at Trostenik and Mitchk in 
the same war with Turkey, being the only prince of 
the house of Romanoff to have received this class.

Find That Legal Precautions 
Against Fire Are Observed at 
the Places Visited. 


Chicago aldermen inspected five Chicago 
theaters yesterday and found them well pro- 
tected from fire. 

The visit was inspired by the statement, 
recently made before a meeting of the Iri- 
quois Memorial association, that Chicago 
theaters had drifted back into as dangerous 
@ condition as existed before the fire. The 
aldermen started out with the determination 
to be satisfied with nothing short of unquali- 
fied compliance with the law in every partic- 
ular. . Yet the violations discovered were few 
and comparatively unimportant. 

The thoroughness of the inspection is in- 
dicated by the fact that it took most of the 
afternoon to inspect five theatere grouped 
close together. The theaters were Powers, 


the Olympic, the respi te the Colonial, and 
‘the Cort. 


Officials Composing the Party. 

Ald. John H. Jones of the Highth ward, 
chairman of the council committee on the 
building department and father of the ordi- 
nance governing the theaters, led the expe- 
dition. Alki. John A, Richert of the Fourth 
ward was the only other member of the sub- 
committee present.

DYNAMITE AS BUTTER. 


Illustrates Disaster Which Fol- 
lows Misstatement by the 
Sender of Goods. 


The serious consequences, both loss of life 
and damage to property, that result from 
ignorant and careless handling of explosives, | 
acids, and inflammables by railroad men and 
shippers were illustrated before a large au- 
Jience of both classes yesterday at the 
monthly meeting of the Traffic club. 

Col. J. S. Taylor, special agent of the bu- 
reau organized by the American Railway 
association for the safe transportation of 
dangerous articles, outlined his work in en- 
forcing the rules prescribed by the aesocia- 
tion and enforced by the law and the orders 
of the interstate commerce commission. 

After explaining the fines and penalties 
prescribed by the law for failure to observe 
the new rules, Col. Taylor showed stereop- 
ticon illustrations of the proper and im- 
proper methods of handling explosives and 
some of the disasters. 


Safety at Any Cost, Says Taylor. 

“The time has come when railroad men 
must know their business better than ever 
before,” he declared. Transportation has 
got to be made safe at any cost. 

“Explosives have been among the great 
influences of civilization, but increasing 
danger goes hand in hand with their increas- 
ing use, unless every precaution is taken. 
The modern high e#plosive was unknown a 
few years ago, and the laws to regulate their 
use have been impractical. It has been left 
to the American Railway association, which 
includes nearly every road on this continent, 
to suggest the legislation on this subject. 

“Five hundred milion pounds of ex- 
plosives were made in this country last year, 
and this year bids fair to produce a larger 
amount. More than 6,000 cars were used in 
transporting these explosives, and every one 
of those cars bears a great danger to the 
public, unless the laws governing their 
transportation are complied with. Bear in 
mind that their destructiveness is not an ac- 
cident. They were made that way, and every 


one who handles them must know their char- |. 
 gecteristios.” 


Dynamite Shipped as Butter. 

The speaker related a number of intsances 
where destruction has been caused by ig- 
morance, carelessness, or by a misstatement 
as to the nature of the contents of a package, 
as when an Oregon man shipped several 
kegs of dynamite as butter. 

“That man is no better than a murderer,” 
declared Col. Taytor, but such occ neces 
will soon be of rare occurrence. én the f 
inspectors of this bureau catch a man doing 
euch a thing he has got to stop. Not only 
because the law prescribes a penalty of ten 
yéars in the penitentiary, but because we 
can close up his plant.“ 


., Describes System of Warnings. 
Col. Taylor described the system of 
placards of various shapes and colors which 
must be used on cars and packages contain- 
ing explosives and similar articles, and 
which are designed to warn even men who 
cannot read of the nature of the shipment.

Phlladelphla.“ Pa., Jan. 18.— The govern- 
ment's brief in its suit to break up the al- 
leged anthracite coal trust was filed in the 
United States Circuit court today by William 
8. Gregg, special assistant to the attorney 
general. The sult was brought in April, 
1907, and the government’s case was pre- 
pared by J. Carroll Todd and J, C. McReyn- 
olds. The three years thet have intervened 
were taken up with the examination of wit- 
nesses for both sides. 

The principal defendants are the Reading 
company, Philadelphia and Reading railway 
company, Philedeiphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company, Lehigh Valley railroad 
company, Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern railroad company, Central Railroad of 
New Jersey, Erie railroad company, New 
York, Susquehanna and Western railroad 
company, Lehigh Valley Coal company, Le- 
high and Wilkesbarre Coal company, Penn- 
syivania Coal company, Hillside Coal and 
Iron Commercial company, New York, Sus- 
quehanna and Western Coal company, and 
Temple Iron company. 


Says Monopoly Is Held. 

The government contends that all the de- 
fendants have long been parties to a gen- 
eral combination and conspiracy which 
stifies competition and obstructs trade and 
commerce in anthracite coal and that they 
have monopolized the trade. 

The government asks the court to enjoin 
the alleged monopoly and to further enjoin 
the defendants from carrying out the con- 
tract with the so-called independent compa- 
nies by which the latter turn over their pro- 
duct to the larger companies for 65 per cent 
of the tidewater selling price. 


Fights Holding of Stocks. 

The government contends that the stock 
of the New York, Susquehanna and Western 
railroad company, owned by the Erie, the 
stock of the Jersey Central, owned by the 
Reading.company, the stock of the Temple 
Iron company, owned by several of the de- 
fendents, the stock of the Pennsylvania Co 
company, the Delaware Valley and Kingston 
railroad company, owned by the Erie, and the 
stock of Coxe Brothers & Co., owned by the 
Lehigh Valley reilroad company, was ac- 
quired in violation of the anti-trust act. The 
court is asked to enjoin the defendants from 
voting this stock or from sharing in the divi- 
dends or other profits of these companies. 

The defendants have twenty days to file 
their briefs. Arguments will be heard before 
Judges Gray, Buffington, and Lanning on 
Feb. 21.

Former Omeial Tells His Ideas ot Con- 
servation Needs, Huwever: 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—The east and 
south have a right to ask the same attention 
to the development’ of the forests on the 
watersheds of the Appalachians by the na- 
tional government as has already been given 
to the west, declared former Gov.
